‘ELECTRIC FISH 


‘WORKS’ THAT 


GENERATE 300 VOLTS 
‘ Paris, June 12. 

The Musee Permanent — des 

Colonies at Paris has just re- 

ceived a consignment of six 

boarders from the tropieal — re- 


gions of South America in the 
shape of six fish — called 
“Gymnotes" or, to give them their 
scientific | appelation, « “Eldctro- 
phorus Gymnoticus  electricus.” 
The fish, black in colour on the 
back and sides, with orange-red 
spots under the head and belly, is 
like a bigy eel, The interesting part 
about it is that it carries a real 
clectric works, so to speak. 
While {ts essential organs oc- 
cupy only about one-fifth, of the 
body, the other four-fifths are 
occupied by its electric organs, 
these consisting of muscular 
tissues modified and transformed 


by a series of accumulators .of 
from five to eight thousand 
eloments—the most — powerful 


animals, being cnpable of dis- 
charging « current of 300 volts. 

One of the professors of the 
Museum stated that so powerful 
is the discharge of these fish that 
successful experiments were mado 
in lightiagy electric lamps from 
the discharge of the “Gymnotes.” 

A live fish was thrown into the 
nquarium—for the —“Gymnotes” 
only eat fresh fish—the tail of the 
former touching a carp for the 
fraction of a second, killing it in- 
stantly: with the electrical dis- 
charge. One of the peculiarition 
of these fish is that they can only 
live ins water warmed to 27 de- 
grees. 

They are proving a great attrac- 
tion to visitors and scientists at 
the aquarium.

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LEAGUE LOANS 


These are days in whigh the 
League of Nations: is being suh- 
jected to very considerable criti- 
cisny, much of it quite undeserved. 
Amongst the latest charges to be 
made by unkindly critics is that 
the League has been guarantecing 
large numbers of loans on which 
there have been ‘defaults, and 
that as a consequence, British in- 
vestors heen involved in 
colossal losses, In view of ‘the 
somewhat unsatisfactory ‘replies’ 
that have been given even in Par- 
liament to questions on this sub- 
ject, it may perhaps be: well to 
recall some of the facts. 
Nine loans have been issued in all 
under “Lengue auspices,” being 
the Austrian and Hungarian re- 
construction loans, the refugeo 
and stabilization loan in Greece. 
a refugee and stablization loan in 
Bulgaria, one loan in Esthonia and 
two in Danzig. The total amount 
of money involved js a litle ‘aver 
£60,000,000° of which, of course, 
only a fraction was raised in Eng- 
land. All these loans. bear very 
high rates of interest, and the 
interest has been punctually puaid 
up ta now. 

The loans were floated largely 
in consequence of the recom- 
inendations of the Brussels Con- 
ference of 1920, the’ members of 
which were independent experts 
appointed by their Governments. 
The British members were, Lord 
G.C.B.,, formerly Per- 
manent Seeretary to the Trea- 
sury; . Lord Cullen, KBB, 
formerly Governor of the Bank of 
England, and Mr. Henry . Bell, 
Gonernl Manager of Lloyds Bank. 
The firat thing done with their 
proceods, ‘especially in Austria, 
was to repay a number of public 
and private loans, largely from 
British sources, which had_hbe- 
come entirely bad debts. The 
reconstruction and refugee loans 
nl] obviated the necessity for fur- 
ther charity which was costing 
many Governments, including the 
British, enormous sums of money.

TERMS TO CHINA 


MANCHUKUO OFFER 
TO TAKE CUSTOMS. 


Tokyo, July 2. 

A message from Changchun 
states that the Manchukuo 
Government has decided - to 
approach Japan with. a counter- 
proposal regarding the settlomont 
of the Customs question. , 

1. China is to acknowledge tho 
transfer to the Manchukuo of all 
the Manchurian Customs, oxccpt 
at Dairen. 

2. If the juriadiction of the 
Dairen Customs js banded over 
to the Manchukuo the revonues, 
minus foreign loans security, will 
go to Nanking. 

3. If not, then all revenues 
will go to the Manchukuo, which 
will not be responsible for the 
mortgaged portion. 

4, After the redemption of all 
foreign debts, tho jurisdiction o 
all the Manchurian Customs will 
bo transferred to the Manchukuo. 
—Reuter. 

The Raid on Antung. 
Shanghai, July 2. 

How a Japanese adviser, with 
several alleged Manchukuo police 
in plain clothes, entered the house 
of the Commissioner of Customs 
at Antung, in the S.M.R. zono, on 
June 30, and forced him at the 
pistol point “to hand over the 
archives, fs told in a telegram 
from the Commissioner received 
by Sir Frederick Maze to-day. | 

The telegram adds: “I protest- 
ed, saying that such an extra. 
ordinary action might cause 
serious international complica- 
tions, The Japancse adviser said 
he had his orders and was pre- 
pared to ignore the Japanese Con- 
sul and all other interests 
involved. Upon my sending the 
British Examiner to the Japaneso 
Consul next door for protection, 
only the Vice-Consul was present 
and he ststed he had no authority 
to act! | ; 

“The staff is still on duty in the 
railway zone, but three have beon 
arrested by the Manchukuo police, 
As the latter now have full run 
of the railway zone, I have given 
the Consul written notice that I 
must withdraw if he ot 
guarantee thelr safety, All the 
Japanese, except Mr. Watanabe, , 
have handed me their resigna- 
tions. The’ Manchukuo action 
here strongly indicates that they 
will accept no compromise. The 
staff is in a pante, adding greatly 
to the diffcultics of the situation.” 

A second telegram received by 
Sir Frederick Maze says that as 
‘the Japanese adviser has not per- 
mitted him to carry: on the 
Customs work, even temporarily, 
he has withdrawn his staff. Ho 
adds, however, that he has been 
assured by the Consul that there 
will be no repetition in the rail. 
way zone of further such illegal 
acts on the part of the Manchu- 
kuo,— Renter, ! 

Plan Rejected, 
Shanghal, July 3. 

It has been Iearned that Messrs. 
Wang Ching-wei, T. V. Soong, Lo 
Wen-kan and Quo Tai-chi had a 
long conference Jast night when 
they diseussed the Japanese note 
embodying the compromise plan for 
a solution of the Manchurian 
Customsa imbroglio. ~ 

It was decided to reject the plan, 
Mr. Wang Ching-wei and Lo Wen- 
kan velurning to Nanking on the 
night express, 

A large crowd of Chinese and 
foreiyners, including Myr, Lo Wen- 
kan, Sir John Brenan and Mr, 
Cunningham farewelled Mr. Quo 
Tai-chi, who sailed for London, 
vin Canada, with h’s wife and 
child ‘on the Empress of Japan. 
He expects to arrive in London on 
August 3.—Reutler. 

Raising Revenue. 

Interviewed before he left for 
Nanking, Mr. Wang Ching-wei de- 
clared the Government intended to 
convene shortly a conference of 
the pravincial Governors and the 
Commissioners of Finance to dis- 
cuss the amelioration of the 
economic situation. He said. the 
only means of alleviating the pre- 
sent conditions would be to devise 
means to raise further revenue, 


and consequently the Government]. 


was considering the re-adjustment 
of the farm tax.
